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THE CABINET. 
The anncuncement of the new cab- 


— 


inet is meeting with more than the usual 
amount of commendation. There is no 


doubt that in oratorical and admi:istra- 
tive ability the members compare more 
than favorably with their predecessors. 
Many of them are new men and all are 
live men, practical men, who may be 
expected to take an active interest in 
the work they have to do. They no 
Goubt understand. that they and their 
priiciples are on trial and they will 
make every effort to acquit themselves 
ereditably. It is a peculiar feature of 
the cabinet, however, that one of the 
most important positions in it—that of 
the interior—is Icft vacant. Judg- 
ing from remarks by the }rree Press 
and Tribune of Winnipeg, it seoms 
likely that it will remain vacant for an 
indefinite period as a matter of party 
exigency. As far as the BuLLEYIN is 
concerned it does not matter who is 
minister of interior or whether there is 
any minister atall or not. But the 
method in which the department 
is administered «matiers a great deal 
to the Northwest and to the whole 
of Canada. It isnot a question of 
“ Who?” but of “How?” The case in 
the Territories is the same as through- 
out the rest of Canada. People voted 
as they did not tosecure a certain ap- 
portionment of public offices, but to 
secure a better administration of public 
affairs. The interior department ad- 
ministers the crown lands, timber and 
minerals of Manitoba and the North- 
west. In Manitoba a large proportion 
of these resources have passed from the 
administration of the government into 
the hands of private individuals, while 
in the Territories by far the largest pro- 
portion still remain to be administered 
by the government. On the improved ad- 
ministrajion of those resources the pro- 
gress of the Territories and to some ex- 
tent of Manitoba—and through them 
the benefit of the west to Canada—to a 
large extent ‘depends. The people of 
the Territories reversed their views 
of five years ago in the expectation of 
securing a change from bureaucratic to 
intelligent and responsible administra- 
tion, and they still look for that result. 
They supported the opposition candi- 
dates not blindly, but with a purpose. 
They have no wish to rush matters. 
They are: willing to give the new 
government the freest hand possible. 
They are in no hurry to have any parti- 
cular cabinet or other position filled; 
but it must be thoroughly understood 
that their position is taken with a view 
of ultimately securing the best possible 
administration of Northwest (affairs, 
not with a view of allowing their in- 
terests to subserve party exigency. If 
leaving the ministry of interior tempor- 
arily vacant is a preliminary to an in- 
telligent and active Northwes' policy, 
no fault will be found, but it’ must be 
evident that the shorter the time inter- 
vening between the accession of the 
new government to power and the com- 
mencement of a living administration 
of Northwest affairs, the better for all 


concerned.

THE RAILWAY QUESTION. 


C. A. Magrath,-of Lethbridge, has a 
long article in a recent issue of the 
Calgary Herald in which he proposes 
to solve the question of western de- 
velopment by having the government 
enter into an arrangement with the 
Canadian Pacific Railway Company 
whereby the company will for a fixed 
term, say 15 years, carry Northwest 
products at a minimum figure, and the 
government make good the resulting 
loss. In leading up to this proposition 
he argues that the present local freight 
charges over the C. P. R. are reason- 
able, from the point of view of the com- 
paay, and that with the light traffic re- 
sulting from our sparce population we 
cannot expec!: the company to do better 
for us. Also that attempts to induce 


immigration are necessarily futile, un- 
der present conditions,and that develop- 
ment although possible is necessariby 


slow. We have high freight charges 


because we have few people, and -as 
we have such high charges we need 
not expect more people. We must 
therefore build railways and pay com- 
panies to run them as well before we 
can expect an improved condition of 
affairs. This is not a very hopeful 
view of the situation, and it is to be 
feared that if we wait for western de- 
velopment untii Mr. Magrath’s proposi- 
tion becomes generally acceptable we 
shall wait a long time. Mr. Magrath 
does not believe in railway competi- 
tion—thinks it would not be effective 
in reducing rates. Probably it would 
not if better means were not taken to 
secure (to the peopie of the country 
proper advantage for the bonuses con- 
tributed thar. were taken in the case of 
the C.P.R. But most people will think 
that when the country bouuses a rail- 
way company to the amount of the cost 
of the road, leaving them’ in a position 
of only having to provide for the run- 
ning expenses, the country thereby be- 
comes entitled to rates that will permit, 
if not assure, its development; and be- 
comes entitled to such an arrangement 
between the government and the rail- 
way company as will secure that result. 
As to whether a railway company_can 
afford to carry on business in this 
conntry under such conditions it need 
only be said that railway companies do 
carry on business under much less 
favorable conditions in other countries, 
—as an intance, the C. P. R. over its 
lines in the United States—and if the 
C. P. R. cannot d) it in Canada it will 
be a good idea te try some other com- 
pany. To come down to a case in 
point. A demand has been made on 
the Domirion treasury for a_ thirty 
year loan of two million dollars to aid 
the C. P. R. to construct the Crow’s 
Nest Pass railway in order to give that 
company their shortest possible route 
from the Kootenay mines to the eastern 
smelters, so as to enable them to com- 
pete advantageously with the United 
States roads for the silver ore trade. 
The people of Alberta want that road for 
the purpose of getting the cheapest 
possible inlet for their produce to the 
Kootenay country. The proposition to 
simply bonus the C. P. R. will secure 
the object of that company, but will 
not secure the object of the people of 
the Northwest. Now if the people of 
Canada are to aid tue construction of 
that road to the extent of a two million 
dollar loan, they are certainly entitled 
to have fsuch rates over it as will pro- 
mote interprovincial trade. If they do 
not get those rates they have no pre- 
sent reason for aiding the road, and if 
the C. P. R. cannot take the proposed 
bonus and build and operate the road 
under conditions that will admit the 
farmers and stockmen of Alberta to the 
markets of the Kootenay, it will be 
necessary to find and deal with some 
other company that will. Or by pre- 
ference reverse the proposition and 
make arrangements with any other re- 
sponsible company than the C. P.R., so 
that the element of competition may be 
introduced into railway transportation 
in the Northwest. It may not be any 
use. But if we can have it at the 
same price as the ‘extension of mono- 
poly it is at least worth trying.

HUDSON’S BAY CO. 

The annual meeting of the Hudson’s 
Bay Company was held at Canon street 
London, on July 7th. The profits for 
the year were £65,777. 5s. 3d. to 
which yas added £25,305. Os. 4d. mak- 
ing a total of £91,082. 4s. 7d. A 
dividend of 13 shillings per share was 
declared which absorbed £65,000 leav- 
ing a balance of £26,082, 4s, 7d, to be 
carried forward. : 

The qrantity of furs received was 
larger than in the previous year, on 
which a good profit was made in spite 
of the decline in prices. The following 
are the principal changes shown at the 
last sales, compared with the sales of 
1895: Bear declined 40 per cent ; fox, 
cross, declined 30 per cent, red declined 
30 per cent, silver 30 per cent, mink 
124 per cent, skunk 35 per cent., beaver 
advanced 5 per cent., marten 10 per 
cent, musquash 35 per cent, otter 7} 
per cent. There has been an improve- 
ment in the general business of the 
company apart from the fur trade. 

The receipts from land instalments, 
rents, interests, &c., were £21.520, 19s. 
9d. as compared with £18,478,6s. 9d. 
the previous year. The receipts from 
sales of land were $83,095 an increase 
of $24,562 over the previous year. 

The directors are gladto say the 
changes carried out in recent years are 
resulting in substantial benefit, and the 
company is now in a better position 
than ever before to take full advantage 
of any revival of trade. 


PEACE RIVER. 


The past winter was more serere 
than usual at Peace River Landing. 
The snow was very deep and three 
showers of rain during the winter caus- 
ed a heavy crust to form, This made 
it difficult for horses to paw the snow 
away to get at the grass and con- 
sequently a number of young horses 
died. The spring was late and the 
supply of hay ran short which caused 
considerable losses amongst the cattle, 
the principal loser being Charles St. 
Germain, who Jost 22 head. Since 
spring opened the season has been most 
favorable, frequent showers causing 
an excellent growth. Unfortunately 
there is very little crop sown. There 
was a total failure of grain last season 
on account of drouth, which lasted un- 
til the 29th of July. At that date rain 
fell and the grain started, but it did 
not ripen before the fall frosts came. 
Potatoes, however, came on wonderful- 
ly and were a faircrop. Seed grain 
supplied by the government ‘was taken 
in last winter by the Roman Catholic 
mission, but besides the mission only 
four settlers availed themselves of it. 
The others refused to take it fearing 
that it bound them in some way to the 
government. Rev. Mr. Robertson, of 
the church of England mission, took 
in some grain for the mission farm 
which is doing well. Some of the half 
breeds who refused to take the govern- 
ment seed came to Edmouten this 
spring with furs and took back seed 
grain for use next year. The Indians 
had a most prosperous winter. Plenty 
of fur and also of moose and bear. At 
Slave lake the fishery was excellent, 
about 300,000 white fish having been 
taken last fall. The Peace river broke 
up on April 30th, which is later than 
usual. ‘Tuberculosis, which affected 
the: Hudson’s Bay Company’s herd of 
cattle at Grand Prairie seems to have 
disappeared. The last case occurred, 
over a year ago, and the disease has not 
spread to other cattle. It is thought 
that the dryness of recent seasons may 
have had something to do with curing 
the disease. A number of Polled 
Angus grades from the herd are being 
used on the cart road between Slave 
lake and Peace river and m ke excel- 
lent cart oxen. The herd at the ranch 
on Grand Prairie has been sold to 
Peter Gunn and Charles Bremner, who 
have been employed by the Hudson’s 
Bay Company for some years, and who 
will manage them as a private specula- 
tion. Seven gold miners worked last 
summer on the river below Fort St. 
John, but owing to high water did not 
make their fortunes. They passed the 
winter profitably in trapping, however. 
Two of them came out this summer. 
Pete Ouilette, of Edmonton, and three 
others have gone in this season to mine, 
but as the water is very high their 
prospects are not very good.

The Saskatchewan district meeting ' 

was held at Morley commencing on 

Thursday evening, 28th of May, in a 

public meeting of welcome and _ praise. 

The church and Orphanage choirs rend- 
ered fine music. Ministerial sessions 
were held in the forenoon of the 29th, 
and the 30th. Dr. Sutberland, mission- 
ary secretary, arrived on the 30th, and 
addressed the Indians, describing his 
visit to British Columbia, and the work 
there, ard exhorting the people to faith 
and patience. At 7:30 p. m., 30ch,- E. ' 
Bp. Gless: read a a paper on “Education,” 
an epitome of which was afterwards 
intrepreted to the Indians by Rev. J. 
McDougall. On Sabbath 31st, from 
9:30 to 11:30 there was a song service 
led by Rev. R. D. Steinhauer, B. A. ; 
then a love feast and sacrament of the 
Lord’s sapper.. At 4 p.m.an English 
service was conducted by Rev. Q. Ger- 
man, followed by the sacrament of the 
Lord’s supper for the English congre- 
gation. “ 

On Monday, Ist of June. a general 
rally of whites and Indians took place 
three miles from the Bow River, north 
side, for dinner and sports. This wasa 
unicn pie-nic with the real element of 
civilization about it. In the games, 
races and general enjoyment, all were 
one, and the character of the gathering 
was elevating. In the evening of the 
same day the church was crowded by 
residents and visitors to witness scenes 
from England’s great metrepolis, as 
thrown upon the screen by the magic 
lantern, manipulated by Mr. J. W. 
Butler, principal of the orphanage. 

The hay crop at White Fish lake 
will be immense, though the field crops 
are not so promising. 

The Indians are doing road work be- 
tween the mission and Cache Creek, 
4 and making great improvements on this 

highway by bridging and cutting new 
roads, &e.

The Free Press reports that Patterson, 
minister of customs, will run in North 
Brant, Ont., in place of Somerville, who 
will be made a senater. 

To an interviewer: Asked about} the 
portfolio of the interior, which is not filled, 
Mr. Laurier said it was the iatention to re- 
serve that portfolic for a western man. 

Mr. Davin’s friends claim that if all 
ballots evidently cast for him had been 
counted for him he would have had a clear 
majerity, and also that if only those marked 
within the disc had been couated he would 
have had a majority. In other words ke 
claims unfairness in the count by the judge. 

Lord Aberdeen has approved of the list 
of Q. C’s. submitted by his late advisers, 
also the departmental promotions.

Noman in the House more thoroughly 
understands the North-West and what is 
required to ensure rapid and profitable de- 
velopment than Mr. liver; and it is 
impossible to find one who has devoted. so 
much time and labor to the furtherancs of 
public interests without seeking to make 
them personal to himself. Granting that 
Mr. Laurier deeides to sit for Saskatchewan 
he is handicapped by the want of exact 
knowledge on many points which the peuple 
of the North-West look-on as of vital impor- 
tance tothem.

If Mr. Laurier has the interest 
in the North-West that his friends claim he 
has, and looks for fitness for office in the 
counsellors with whom he surrounds himself 
he cannot do better than call on Mr. Oliver 
to take the portfolio of the interior. The 
department is an important one in all that 
concerns the North-West, and is one in 
which a person of purely astern education 
is liable to make mistakes that may involve 
serious consequences. Z 


Toronto Week: The ministry of Sir 
Charles Tupper has resigned, and the lib- 
erals are once more in power. The King is, 
dead, long live the King. Rumour has it 
that the moribund government desired to 
make a large number cf appointments which 
the governor-general declined to ratify. 
Rumor also has it that the Tupper govern- 
ment delayed their resignations only to 
carry through these appointments. Theore- 
tically the practice is for an outgoing Min- 
istry to have provision made for some cf its 
friends—in England, by titles, in Canada, 
by office. But the theory isa bad one, and 
as it has been practiced in Canada, vicious. 
A precedent is now established which com- 
mends itself to common: sense. The outgo- 
ing ministry from the day they are con- 
demned by popular vote will cease to 
control. Current business must be carried 
on, but no new engagements entered into, 
and appointments to ofhce of political sup- 
porters after that date are made at risk of 
reversal. The govrernor-general deserves the 
hearty thanks of Canadians for establishing 
this principle. It works both ways and 
both political parties must in future act 
accordingly. A member who votes hereaf- 
ter in the last session of a parliament with 
a promise of office made in. the hope of his 
party returning to power, will do so at his 
own risk.
